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WIDESPREAD DAMAGE 
1 missing amid 
landslides, flooding

Pounding rains overnight caused havoc through- 
out the state, with widespread power outages, land- 
slides and localized flooding around Mount Hood, in the 
Columbia River Gorge, in the Portland area and along 
the coast. 

One person is believed to be missing as authorities 
urged Dodson residents to evacuate amid flash flooding 
and landslides Wednesday in the gorge. The Multnomah 
County Sheriff’s Office said authorities believe the miss- 
ing person was driving a car that was swept away by a 
debris flow in the Dodson area, which is east of Mult- 
nomah Falls along Interstate 84. 

The sheriff identified the missing person as 50-year- 
old Jennifer Moore of Warrendale. Firefighters unsuc- 
cessfully used thermal-imaging cameras to look for heat 
sources in the debris flow, estimated to be about 10 feet 
deep in some areas, deputies said. Meanwhile, the area 
remained too dangerous for searchers Wednesday after- 
noon. Deputies said search and rescue crews planned to 
return Thursday with specialized equipment to look for 
Moore. 

Separately, a traffic flagger was killed near Sandy after 
being struck by a vehicle owned by Portland General 
Electric as utility crews worked to repair storm damage.

Charged with ‘incitement of insurrection, Trump is 


the only president in history to be impeached twice

President Donald Trump was 
impeached by the U.S. House for a his- 
toric second time Wednesday, charged 
with “incitement of insurrection” over 
the deadly mob siege of the Capitol ina 
swift and stunning collapse of his final 
days in office. 

With the Capitol secured by armed 
National Guard troops inside and out, 
the House voted 232-197 to impeach 
Trump. The proceedings moved at light- 
ning speed, with lawmakers voting just 
one week after violent pro-Trump loyal- 
ists stormed the U.S. Capitol, egged on by 
the president’s calls for them to “fight like 
hell” against the election results. 

Ten Republicans fled Trump, joining 
Democrats who said he needed to be held 
accountable and warned ominously of a 
“clear and present danger” if Congress 
should leave him unchecked before Dem- 
ocrat Joe Biden’s inauguration Jan. 20. 

Trump is the only U.S. president to be 
twice impeached. It was the most bipar- 
tisan presidential impeachment in mod- 
ern times, more so than against Bill Clin- 
ton in 1998. 

The Capitol insurrection stunned 
and angered lawmakers, who were 
sent scrambling for safety as the mob 
descended, and it revealed the fragility of 


the nation’s history of peaceful transfers 
of power. 

The riot also forced a reckoning among 
some Republicans, who have stood by 
Trump throughout his presidency and 
largely allowed him to spread false attacks 
against the integrity of the 2020 election. 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi invoked 
Abraham Lincoln and the Bible, imploring 
lawmakers to uphold their oath to defend 
the Constitution from all enemies, foreign 
“and domestic.” 

She said of Trump: “He must go, he is a 
clear and present danger to the nation that 
we all love.” 

Holed up at the White House, watch- 
ing the proceedings on TV, Trump later 
released a video statement in which he 
made no mention at all of the impeach- 
ment but appealed to his supporters to 
refrain from any further violence or dis- 
ruption of Biden’s inauguration. 

“Like all of you, I was shocked and 
deeply saddened by the calamity at the 
Capitol last week,” he said. He appealed for 
unity “to move forward.” 

The House took its final vote Wednes- 
day afternoon, one week after the riot and 
just two days after the impeachment reso- 
lution was filed.

What’s next 


The impeachment article 
goes to the Senate for a trial. 
Current Senate Majority 
Leader Mitch McConnell, 
R-Ky., said the chamber will 
not take up the matter before 
President Donald Trump 
leaves office. Once Georgia’s 
two Democratic senators are 
sworn in, Senate Democratic 
leader Chuck Schumer will 
take charge and determine 
how the trial will proceed. 


To convict Trump requires 
support of two-thirds of the 
Senate, which means Demo- 
crats would need 17 Senate 
Republicans to join them. If 
convicted, lawmakers could 
then take a separate vote on 
whether to disqualify Trump 
from holding future office.
